to a law which provides pensions for 
confederate soldiers who served In 
the union army 'ninety days prior 
to the close of the'war. A third ques- 
tion which has arisen Is as to the pen- 
sioning of any enlisted man In the 
army who was hono'rnbly discharged 
train the last contract of service en- 
ten.'.; Into by him during the late war 
of the rebellion, ami whether, lie shall 
be held to have been honorably dis- 
charged from all similar contracts or 
service previously entered Into by him 
with the United States during the war. 


In plain English this relates 
to 


bounty junipers, 
A'-law was passed 


providing for pensions for confeder- 
ate soldiers, their wives and children, 
In Instances where the former 
con- 


federate entered the union 'service. 
This law also provides for pensions 
for bounty jumpers, hut a section of 
the same law nullifies It. This nrovl:i- 
es:"That such enlisted or appointed 
man served not less than six months 
under said last enlistment or appoint- 
ment .that his entire service 
under 


said last enlistment or appointment 
was faithful, and that he did not re- 
ceive by reason of said last enlistment 
or appointment any bounty or gratui- 
ty other than from the United States 
In excess of that to which he would 
have been entitled If lie had continued 
to servo faithfully until honorably dis- 
charged under any contract of service 
previously entered Into by him, eith- 
er In the army, navy or marine corps, 
during the war of the rebellion." 


As all persons coming within the 


provisions of this law received a boun- 
ty In excels of that to which they 
would have been entitled If they had 
continued to serve faithfully under a 
former contract, none of them will re- 
ceive any benefit from this law.

Ho wlsiied to have a warrant sworn 
out for the arrest of Charles E. Herr- 
mann but did not dare ask tor it from 
Judge Flfleld. the only person who 
could give It to him.

whlcn ho wished to bring against .Mr. 
Herrmann, who Is the proprietor of 
the American House, was for assault 
and battery, which was 
committed 


yesterday morning. 


Was Kicked Into the Street. 
'• 


According to an eye-witness, Herr- 


mann kicked Klley Into the street 
.rom his saloon, and then added sev- 
eral more blows as he lay on the side 
walk. 
All parties concerned admit 


that Riley walked Into the saloon and 
called for a glass of beer, and that 
Herrmann then kicked and 
struck 


him, wounding him over the eye snlll- 
clently to cause a slight How of blood, 
and then kicked him out through the 
doors of the saloon, and Into 
the 


street. 
There were very few who 


witnessed the affair, which took place 
anort.y after ten o'clock this morning. 


Wanted a Warrant. 
Kiley, as soon as he could collect 


himself, his half drunken condition 
impeding him fully as much ns his 
wounds, dragged himself down 
the 


street from the American House to 
Justice Reeder's oltice where he air 
piled for a warrant for Herrmann'* ar- 
rest. 
Mr. Reeder Informed him that 


he had no authority In that matter, 
unless In a suit for damages. 
Only 


a few days In jail for his assailant 
would satisfy thn Injured man, and 
so he was told that ho would have to 
see Judge Flfleld, wluj nlone could 
issue a warrant foi' arrent. 


Afraid of Judge Hfleld. " 


i..ley's protests were 
vehement. 


"I'll te'l you do trtif, he'd be runnln' 
mesllf In," was bis Indignant rejoin- 
der, and he was no more enthuslns- 


c over the prospect of applying to 
Illcer nogan. or any ovher member 
f the police force. 
Riley asserted 


mt bis only reason for entering the 
aloon was to get his pay for ^fiine 
•ood he split a few days ago. 


Did Not Want Him Around. 


Herrmann told a different story. He 
aid that Riley had received full re- 
irn for all labor that he-had ever 
one for him. 
He had, he stated, re- 


eateiily told Riley that lie did not 
ant him around and would put him 
lit if he came, and his conduct this 
lornlng was only a fulfillment of his 
,'ord. 
"Riley." he said. "Is n detrl- 


lent to the good name of any place, 
nd I won't have him around here." 
t Is not probable Riley will

ny legal action in the case.

Butchers Say It Is Neither 
Offen- 


sive Nor Injurious to 


Health. 


It la an undeniable (act tli.it there 


are many city ordinances which are 
constantly being broken. 
The ract 


that they are lie Ing broken Is no sec- 
ret, yet the breaking Is so harmless 
that the city authorities do nouilng to 
take 
action In regard to the mat- 


ter. 
One Instance of till; is found 


in the habit of the butchers of slaugh- 
tering calves and sheep In their shops. 


Ordinance Forbids 


This custom Is expressly forbidden 


by section one of ordinance ninety 
of the cltv ordinances. 
In 
that 


section It Is expressly stated that no 
perhun Hlmll slaughter or dress any 
cow- sheep or swine, or other animal 
within the limits of this city, without 
llrst having obtained permission from 
the common council. "There Is 
no 


record that permission has been re- 
ceive:! by the butchers In tills city 
to make a custom of killing small ani- 
mals In their shops. 


Kill Small Animals 


Nevertheless nearly 
every 
day 


calves and sheep are driven up at 
most of the shops, and the killing and 
dressing Is done within. 
.Most 
of 


the butchers openly admit the fact, 
and say "What of it? 
We have done 


It tor fifty years, and we will until It 
can be proven that It does the slight- 
est harm to anyone. 
Our shops are 


perfectly clean. 
The offal and waste 


Is all caught In trenches and carted 
away Imme.'.iately. and everything Is 
kept pure and clean." 


Harms No One 


In several cases tthe storekeepers 


next door to the butcher shops said 
t'.iat they knew that calves were killed 
In the shops, but that hey did not 
know when It wail being done, and 
that there was nothing disagreeable In 
the way of odor resulting from the 
habit. 


Butchers Defend Practice 


One of the butchers who was Inter- 


viewed on the subject said that If the 
ordinance was enforced it would mean 
that the meat markets would have to 
rely on Chicago shipments for calves 
and sheep. This would mean that the 
cost to the butchers would be greater, 
and a corresponding raise In selling 
price would lie necessitated. 


"It might be all right." he said, "to 


go out to the slaughter house In this 
weather to kill a single calf or sheep, 
but It is a different proposition when 
the thermometer in twenty below zero. 
Then we would rather pay the Chicago 
price than mnke the trip out three 
miles and a half, as I have to do, to 
kill a single animal. 


At Mercy of Seller 


"It Is well enough to go out two or 


three times a week to kill a batch 
of animals, but we never can tell Just 
when we can get these smaller ones, 
and we must wait for the days when 
the farmers bring them In."

STILL "BOYS IN BLUE." 


The adoption of the Inconsiilcious 


olive drab ns the color of the field uni- 
form of the United States army Is 
the result of experience In war. The 
Improvement In fire arms has been 
such that a man In blue Is tco easy 
a mark for the enemy. 
It Is well 


to make a change which will promote 
efficiency and save lives. 
Neverthe- 


less, to the American people their 
soldiers will still be "the> boys In 
blue." 


Historic usage and sentiment have 


been respected by the retention of the 
'blue, uniform for dress occasions. As 
'for the new service uniform, 
the 


change In actual practice Is not so 
great as might appear. 
The Ameri- 


can soldiers practical grains has ever 


;been prompt to modify dress that In 
' no way aided him to hurt his enemy 
''and might aid his enemy to hurt him. 


In the war for Independence tin!- 


forms were various. 
For well itnown 


reasons the men were often glad to 
•wear anything they could get. 
The 


rtiost approved dress, however, 
was 


.the blue coat and buff breeches of the 
'Continental line. 
In 17!»G the Infan- 


try I wore dark blue coats. 
In 1810 


'the rank and file In all branches of 
service were put Into blue coatees 
.or Jackets. 
in 1821 the army regu- 


lations made blue the nrmy color, and 
later regulations prescribed light blue 
trousers for rank and file. 


;ln the period between the Mexican 


'and civil war there was a tendency 
in Independent companies 
toward 


gray. 
This was In Imitation, per- 


haps, of the gray uniform still worn 
by the "West Point cadets. 
There 


Is a widespread belief that General 
Scott favored a gray uniform, and for 
a few months In 1814 his army 
on 


the Niagara frontier wore gray. 
At 


the opening of the civil war many of 
the existing mllltla organizations both 
North and South had gray uniforms. 
The confederates stuck to gray, or, 
rather, butternut, which was actually 
the first "khaki" uniform generally 
worn. 
The Federal troops, of course, 


because that was the regular army 
color, and the historic color, and be- 
cause at that time It was the best ser- 
vice uniform In use. wore blue. 


The exigencies of active service 


during the civil war and the practi- 
cal genius ot the American soldier, 
already noted, tended to tone down 
the.'-brlghtneBs of the blue. 
This 


tendency became still more marked 
in the succeeding Indian campaigns. 
When tlie Spanish war began 
the 


field dress of the regular army. 
no 


matter what the regulations said, was 
In fact woolen shirt, trousers, brown 
slouch hat, shoes, cartridge belt, and 
gu,n> 
And the soldier that kept his 


cartridge belt filled and his rifle In 
first-class condition was not postered 
on active" service with jjuestions about 
the color of his clothes. 


The American soldier's latiuable ha- 


bit of thinking for hlmfoli. wheroln 
ho excels all other soldiers, as well 
as the wisdom of military experts, 
has led to the formal adoption 
of 


the earth-colored service uniform and 
the formal reservation of the blue 
uniform for dress occasions and par- 
ade purposes. 
The practical change, 


in fact, preceded tho change In law. 
And so the historic blue uniform dis- 
appears from the battle Held as a visi- 
ble fact, and yet remains In the larg- 
er fleltl of public thought an.l Imagin- 
ation. 
In blue uniform the American sol- 


dier has fought since there was a 
United States. 
in blue he fought 


and won the greatest war In history. 
BUiti he will still wear with pride, 
though not for his working clothes. 
For that reason, no matter what the 
'regulations say. to all the world In 
*ong and story so long as the public 
endurec. American soldiers will still 
be "the lloys in Blue."

were a little surprised therefore, to 
find In the convention that renomln- 
ateil him last .June, two 
delegates 


from his county holding federal of- 
fices under his recommendation, who 
refuse:! to vote for resolutions 
en-

They were still further surprised
